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Cookham is a beautiful village on the western bank of 
the Thames, three miles from Maidenhead, situated in the 
middle of what is often regarded as one of the most 
lovely stretches of the river. Close to the riverside, in 
the neighbourhood of the Bridge, is the pretty little parish 
church which has so often formed a subject for the artist’s 
brush. 
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
